I  had 
beeri  tryicg  to  go  to  heaven,  trusting 
this  deceitiul  heart  to  work  out  a  right- 
eousness to  justify  itself  in  the  sight  of 
a  just  and  holy  Ciocl,  and  was  not  de- 
pending on  Jesus  no  more  than  if  there 
Lad  been  no  Jesus.  I  w^as  not  looking 
ibr  JesUs  Chrisi'd  righteousnesi. 
I  at. that  time  kne-;?  rto  more  aboiit 


the  plan  of  salvation  than  a  horse,  but 
through  necessity,  feehng  condemned, 
lost,  miserable,  blind,  poor,  naked  and 
sinful,  I  had  to  go  mourning  my  miser- 
able condition.  I  had  no  body  to 
blame  but  niyself, — I  was  Bennet  and 
Bennet — wrong  Bennett — lost  Bennet 
— a  lost  sinner — going  wrong  all  the 
time,  and  was  wrong  for  depending  on 
that  which  was  wrong. 

Soon  I  lost  my  first  child — seven 
months  old  to  an  hour;  and  when  it 
died  I  grieved  until  I  felt  my  heari- 
strings  ache.

But  the  next  time  it 
spoke  with  that  lovely  voice ;  it  was 
wdien  I  had 'almost  lost  sight  of  my 
troubles.  About  mid-night,  the  voice 
of  the  Son  of  God,  as  I  hope,  spoke  t<:> 
me  and  said,  You  shall  understand 
right  from  wrong, — just  as  plain  as  the 
sun  shines  to-morrow.  It  had  been, 
cloudy  three  or  four  days  before,  but 
when  the  voice  came,  it  awoke  my  soul 
and  body.  So  I  awoke  my  wife  ;  told 
her  what  I  had  heard ;  I  v/alked  to  the 
door  and  all  was  still;  the  very  silence 
of  creation  seemed  to  be  in  obedience 
to  God  our  Heavenly  Father ;  the  light 
seemed  to  light  my  soul  wdth  love ; 
darkness  banished,  I  walked  back  to 
the  room,  and  the  clock  struck  one, 
and  it  seemed  to  gchoe  wdth  as  much 
solemnity  as  if  th^  funeral  and  burial  of 
some  deceased  notable  character  was 
being  performed;  I  felt  as  though  this 
world  and  its  pleasures  were  nothing'' to 
compare*with  the  company  I' had  with- 
in me  at  that  time.  I  feel  it  now  while 
I  am  wriiing — that  it  is  not  gone  out.

Jesus  said,  **  A  new  commandment  I 
give  u«to  you,  That  you  iovo  oue  &n- 
4>ther^"    Then  if  w«  have  love  one  for 
another,  *'we  kno^  that  we  have 
ed  from  death  Ainto.  life,  because  w« 
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bj  ttia  we  know  that  we  love  the  chil- 
dren of  God,  When  we  lo^e  God  and 
keep  his  commandments."  "  If  a  mqn 
iay,  I  lore  God,  and  hateth  hia  brother, 
he  is  a  liar :  for  he  that  loveth  not  his 
brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can 
ke  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen?" 

The  above  quoted  scriptures,  or  pass- 
•ges  of  scripture,  may  not  be  quoted

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may  not  be  right,  arid  it  is  impossible  tal.    12,  "And  liad  a  wAll  great  and 

bigh ;"  "I  will  be  as  a  wall  of  fire  round 
about  her,  and  the  glory  in  tne  midst.'* 
Then  I  understand  this  great  and  high 
wall  to  mean  God,  who  protects  the 
church;  as,  "a  garden  enclosed  is  mj 
sister,  my  spouse,  a  spring  shut  up,  a 
fountain  sealed."  This  city  having 
twelve  gates,  refers  to  the  names  of  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  IS,  *'0n  the 
east  tliree  gates ;  on  the  iiorth  three 
gates;  on  the  south  three  gates;  and 
on  the  west  three  gates."  These  twelre 
gates,  standing  east,  west,  north  and 
south,  may  refer  us  that  God  has  a  peo- 
ple in  every  nation,  kindred  and  tongue, 
and  an  entrance  or  gate  prepared  for 
them  all  to  enter  in.  14,  And  the 
wall  of  the  city  had  twelve  loundations, 
and  in  them  the  names  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb." — ''And  are 
built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apos- 
tles and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner  stone. — Eph.  iii, 
20.  "And  he  that  talked  with  me  had 
a  golden  reed  to  measure  the  city,  and 
the  gates  thereot,  and  the  wall  thereof." 
This  golden  reed  I  understand  is  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  which  the 
church  of  God  is  measured  and  prepar- 
ed by  the  Spirit  to  hold  out  measure. 
The  measuring  of  the  wall  b}^  the  same 
reed,  may  remind  us  of  tjje  character 
of  God  as  revealed  to-u:s  through  the 
scriptures  of  truth.  And  the  city 
lieth  four-square,  and  the  length  is  as 
large  as  the  breadth,"  (:&c.  John  goes 
on  to  state  the  measurement,  and  says 
"the  length  and  the  breadth  and  the 
height  of  it  are  all  equal."  Then  this 
is  a  perfect  square — no  difference — no 
big  I's  and  no  little  u's,  for  they  are  all 
one  in  Christ  Jesus ;  for  which  Jesus 
prayed — that  they  might  be  one,  even 
he  and  his  Father  are  one.  Thus  a

BrothJosiAH  HouLDEP.  (of  John- 
ston Co.,  N.  C.,)  requests  my  views  on 
the  22nd,  and  last,  chapter  of  Revela- 
tions, 1st  and  2nd  verses,  which  reads 
AS  follows: 

"  And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of 
water  of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceed- 
ing out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb."  "  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of 
it,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river,  was 
there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve 
manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit 
every  month  :  and  the  leaves  of  the 
tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  na- 
tions." 

To  get  fairly  to  the  text  proposed,  it 
flecms  necessary  to  refer  to  the  preced- 
ing chapter,  (21st,)  and  there  I  find  that 
the  spirit  of  one  of  the  seven  angels 
carried  John  away,  in  the  spirit,  to  a 
great  and  high  mountain,  ^nd  shewed 
him  that  great  city,  the  holy  Jerusa- 
lem, descending  out  of  heaven  from 
God.  This  great  city  is  the  bride,  the 
Lamb's  wife,  t  le  church  of  the  Living 
God,  "having  the  glory  of  God:  and 
her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone  most 
pi-ecious/^  (xxi.  9,  11)  even  Jesu$  the 
jLre>'^io'i^  corner  Rtone,  as  clear  as  ciys- 
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23,  And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the 
ftun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it: 
for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and 
the  lamb  is  the  light  thereof;"  which 
yomts  to  the  city  or  church  of  God  tri- 
umphant, when  all  the  elect  shall  be 
gathered  together  in  one  body,  and  Je- 
cus  Christ  its  head  ;  where  the  gates  of 
it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day,  for 
thf  re  shall  be  no  night  there."  "  And 
there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any 
thing  that  defileth,  neither  v/hatsoever 
irorketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie: 
but  they  which  are  written  in  the 
Lamb's  book  of  life." 

I  have  referred  to  the  21st  chapter  in 
erder  to  get  fairly  at  the  allusion  of  the 
word  it,  mentioned  in  the  text ;  so  I 
now  proceed  with  my  views  on  the  text 
which  brother  Houlder  and  sister 
Booths  request  them  on,  (for  sister 
Boothe  also  sent  the  same  request.) 
But  it  is  a  little  sin^-ular  that  this  broth- 
er and  this  sister  of  the  house-hold  of 
faith,  who  reside  so  far  apart,  should 
have  the  same  subject  on  their  minds 
at  or  about  the  same  time,  being  near 
the  same  age— about  eighty  years  old. 
Surely  they  feel  like  their  pilgrimage 
in  this  world  is  near  to  a  close,  and 
want  to  hear  something  about  their 
eternal  home  in  heaven.  When  they 
must  lay  down  their  mortal  form,  may 
God  grant  them  a  happy  exchange. 

Now  for  the  text:  "And  he  (the  an- 
gel) shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water 
of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding  out 
©f  the  throne  of  God  and  the  Lamb." 
This  river  I  unden^tand  to  mean  the 
grace  of  God  comparitatively  to  a  river, 
owing  to  its  abundance  of  water  to  sup- 
ply a  hundred  and  forty  and  four 
thousand,  sealed  of  the  twelve  tribes  of 
Israel,  and  beside  these  an  innumera- 
ble multitude — all  supplied  of  it,  and 
yet  it  is  full,  so  that  there  is  a  continu- 
al invitation  to  drink. — "  Eat,  0  friends; 
•Iriiik,  y»n,  nriuk  l^bundant17.  0  be]<>v- 


ed."    Then  this  water  is  free  to  Gcid'i 
beloved,  and  none  other.    This  river 
ushures  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and 
the  Lamb.    The  throne   I  understand 
to  be  the  sovereign  pov/er  and  dignity  of 
God,  to  do  all  his  pleasure  according  to 
his  own  purpose  and  choice,  independ- 
ent of  any  other  source.    "  He  that  sit- 
teth  on  the  throne,  shall  reign  in  right- 
eousness," t£-c.,  according  to  the  cove- 
nant, according  to   the  redemption  bj 
Jesus  Christ  to  the   adoption  of  chil- 
dren by  grace — a  free   and  unmerited 
fiwor  bestowed  on  the  undeserving. — 
"  I  will  be  merciful   to  their  unright- 
eousness, and  their  sins  and  iniquitie-i 
will  I  remember  no  more  again  '  for  ev- 
er,"   ^' If  the  Son  therefore  shall  inake 
you  free,  ye   shall   be   free  indeed.^ 
Then  this  river  is  as  clear  as  crystal, 
which  proceeds  out  of  the   throne  of 
God  and  the  Lamb ;  not  a  mote  or  a 
blemish  is  to  be  seen   in   it — perfectly- 
free  from  injustice,  or   want  of  virtu© 
and  power  to  make  its  way  to  the  vci 
sels  of  mercy  afore  prepared  unto  glo- 
ry.   Although  some  are  endeavoring 
to  muddy  it  with  a  general  atonement 
and  special  application  ;  others  with  a 
general  application,  and  the  avail ibi lit j 
depends  on  whether  the  sinner  strives 
with  the  Holy  Spirit ;  others,  that  God 
has  done  all  he  can  until  the  sinner  re- 
forms his  life  and  grounds  the  arms  of 
rebellion,  and  comes  to  God  f\:>r  salva- 
tion ;  others,  by  the  doctrine  of  Uni- 
versalianism,  th^.t  the  sinner  finally  getn 
to  heaven  by^  the   amount  of  its  own 
-suffering  according  to  the   amount  of 
sin;  snother,  that  God   hath  divested 
the  power  in  man  to   forgive  sin  for 
money,   and  another  with  his  altar  or 
anxious  seats  :  but  the  whole  of  these 
combined  together  cannot  muddy  or 
produce  a  defect  in  the  cleanness  of 
this  river,  for  it  progresses   with  such 
power  that  it  throws  off  every  obstacle 
thrown  in  its  vrar.  so  that  it  is  impossible 
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to  .deface  it — :t  admits  of  no  such  mix- 
tures as  blots  and  blemislies — no  other 
practices  but  that  which  itteaehes.  As 
to  ordinances,  nothing  can  alter  or  de- 
face it;  if  sprinkling  and  pouring  ia  re- 
sorted to,  it  discards  it.  If  building 
founts  to  baptize  in,  so  that  the  minister 
-stands  out  of  the  water  inste^ad  of  go- 
ing down  into  it  and  coming  up  out  of 
]t,  is  not  valid.  This  river  is  too  pure 
to  admit  of  a  compromise  with  error. 
It  is  too  pure  to  be  mixed  with  any 
thing  different  from  the  j'ighteousness 
of  its  own — it  is  so  perfect ;  and  in  fact, 
this  river  is  entirely  different  from  ail 
others.

law,  but  under  grace;  and  ye  are  kept 
by  the  power  of  God  tlirough  faith 
unto  salvation,  ready  to  be  revealed 
at  the  last  time. 

But  this  ri/er  of  water  possesses 
properties  in  making  a  cure  of  a  cer- 
tain disease  tliat  ever  has  surpassed  the 
skill  of  all  earthly  physicians, — born- 
blind.  It  never  fails  when  applied  to 
the  born -blind,  to  cause  them  to  see. 
This  the  Jews  acknowledged.  Jesus, 
after  applying  the  clay,  made  of  spittle, 
told  the  man  thaf  was  born  blind,  to 
go  to  the  pool  of  Saloam  and  wash  ; 
and  he  did  so,  and  he  came,  seeing. 
We  were  all  born  blind,  in  nature,  to 
the  things  of  the  Spirit,  and  cgnnot 
discern  the  things  of  the  Spirit,  because 
they  are  spiritually  discerned,"  &c. 
"There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof 
make  glad  the  city  of  God."    "  In  the 


But  this  river  that  proceeds  out  of  the  ^^'^  ^^^'^^t  of  it,  (the  city,)  and 


thr®ne  of  God  and  the  Lamb,  clear  as 
cirystal,  is  quite  of  a  different  nature ; 
its  efficacy  is  such  that  it  removes  all 
iilthy  blotches,  stains,  wriokles  or  any 
Buch  thing,  with  certdinty,  and  will 
never  more  return,  For  what  the  Lord 
doeth  he  doeth  for  ever. — "That  he 
might  sanctify  it  to  himself  a  glorious 
©hurch,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle,  or 
an}^  such  thing,  but  that  it  should  be 
holy  and  without  blame."  Theu  the 
soul's  garment  is  v/ashed  in  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb  and  made  Vvhite  ;  but  to 
wash  the  body^s  garment,  literally,  we 
could  never  begin  to  make  it  whitt). 
But  not  so  with  the  water  of  this  river 
of  grace. — "Purge  me  with  Hyssop,  and 
I  shall  be  clean;  wash  me,  and  I  shall 
be  whiter  than  snow,''  (that  is,  the  soul.) 
"  For  it  is  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
that  cleanses  us  from  all  sin.'"'  The  soul 
that  is  born  of  God  doth  not  sin  :  it  can- 
not sin,  because  it  is  born  of  God;  it 
{^'Aunoi  sin,  because  his  seed  remaineth 
jn  hirn.    "  Ye  are  no  more   under  ih'V 


on  either  side  of  the  river,  was  there 
the  tree  of  life." 

"In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it."  I 
kno\Y  not  better  how  to  apply  this  than 
to  that  of  the  heart ;  and  as  there  are 
more  than  ene  street  to  a  city,  so  there 
are  to  the  vseveral  points  of  doctrine 
comprised  in  the  Gospel  of  God,  and 
in  either  is  Christ  found ;"  so  in  the 
whole  and  in  the  street  ot  the  city,  the 
main  c^dinal  jwint  is  the  conveyance 
as  a  pass- way  in  wliich  the  inhabitants 
walk  or  travel,  as  we  walk  by  faith 
and  not  by  sight,  and  faith  embraces 
Christ,  the  tree  of  life,  in  whom  we 
live  and  have  our  being.  By  this  faith 
in  the  Son  of  God  we  live,  and  by  it, 
the  hand  of  faith,  we  receive  spiritual 
food  from  every  part  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  as  he  is  in  the  midst  of  the  city, 
the  Church  of  the  Living  God. — "  For 
by  grace  are  ye  save;!,  through  faith, 
and  that  not  of  yoursclTCs:  it  is  the 
gift  of  God;  not  of  works,  lest  any  nian 
should  boast."  The  whole  city  draws 
bv  faith  from  every  pru't  of  the  (lospel 
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ot  Christ's  spiritual  food, — and  why 
should  thej  not,  when  Christ,  as  the 
tree  of  life,  is  formed  in  us  the  hope  of 
glory? — "I  in  yon  and  you  in  me,  and 
I  in  the  Father."  Then  he  is  in  the 
midst  of  the  Church  of  God.  Then  He 
is  the  beginning,  middle  and  the  end 
of  oTir  soul's  salvation — the  first  and 
the  last. 

"Arid  on  either  side  of  the  river  was 
there  the  tree  of  life."  In  the  first 
place,  on  the  side  of  the  river— ^on  the 
prophetic  and  ceremonial  side — he, 
Christ,  was  there,  and  so  was  this  river 
in  the  covenant,  types  and  shadows, 
and  believed  on  with  the  faith  that 
wrought  works  as  a  living  faith,  in 
"whose  hearts  was  the  tree  of  life  until 
John  ;  and  on  the  Gospel  side  of  the 
river  of  grace  this  tree  of  life  is  there, 
and  in  the  midst  of  the  street,  or  hearts, 
is  he  there  ;  and  the  same  spirit  of  life 
in  Christ  Jesus  that  makes  us  free  from 
the  law  of  sin  and  death,  made  all  the 
saints  free  before  the  doming  of  Christ. 
And  take  it  all  in  all,  he  ever  will  be 
in  the  midst  of  his  Church  as  her  life 
and  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and 
ganctification,  and  redemption— as  her 
ehield  and  hiding  place  from  the  storms 
of  this  life. 

But  again  :  This  tree  of  life  js  on  the 
time-side  as  the  only  object  of  worship 
and  adoration — who  gives  his  people  of 
the  river  of  water  of  life,  and  says  to 
them,  *'But  whosoever  drinketh  of  the 
water  that  I  shall  give  him,  shall  never 
thirst;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water 
springing  up  into  everlasting  life." 
This  is  the  same  water  of  the  river  tljat 
is  clear  as  crj^stal,  and  proceeds  Out  of 
the  throne  of  God  and  the  Lamb.  But 
this  tree  of  life  is  on  eternity's  side, 
and  wlien  the  saints  that  have  gone 
home — to  their  home  of  eternal  repose 
■  there  they  have   this   tree  of  life  in 


eternity,  and  thore  also  is  the  river  of 
water  of  life  to  drink  in  eternal  plenty 
and  pleasure,  as  they  will  never  thirst 
any  more  in  tlie  midst  of  this  plentiful 
and  flowing  fountain. — "They  sha-ll 
hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any 
more;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on 
them,  nor  any  heat."  For  the  Lamb, 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  '  throne, 
shall  feed  them,  and  shal Mead  them  un- 
to living  fountains  of  waters  :  and  God 
shall  mipG  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes."  While,  at  tlie  same  moment, 
the  saints  on  the  time-side  have  the 
same  tree  of  life  giving  them  water  tliat 
sliall  spring  np  into  everlasting  life, 
while  thef saints  on  etei'nity's^ide  arc 
worshipping  God,  the  saints  on  earth 
are  worshipping  him  too  ;  and  while 
the  saints  on  time's  side  are  singing 
praises  to  God,  the  saints  are  also  sing- 
ing praises  to  Him  on  eternity's  side. 
So  we  may  safely  conclude  that  this 
tree  of  life  is  in  heaveia  and  with  the 
saints  on  eartk  at  the  same  tim-v?.  Then 
he  is  on  either  sid«  of  the  river,  ^^which 
hear  twelve  manner  of/ruits^^^ — the  twelv© 
patriarchs,  the  twelve  apostles  of  the 
Lamb,  and  twelve  timies  twelve  the 
hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousands, 
which  brings  it  into  manner  of  fruit?-, 
in  this,  as  well  as  the  twelve  oxens, 
which  bear  up  the  molten  sea,  with 
their  hinder  parts  under  it,  and  their 
faces  outward,  three  to  the  cast,  west, 
n^rth  and  south.  This  molten  sea,  I 
understand  to  refer  ns  to  the  Gospel  of 
Christ:  and  the  oxens,  the  ministers  of 
Christ ;  their  hinder  parts,  their  fleshly 
j nature,  to  which  it  is  only  a  burden; 
{for  the  spirit  truly  is  willing,  but  the 
I fl.esh  is  weak:"  their  faces  pointing  to 
j  the  east,  west,  north  and  south,  is  in 
accordance  to  the  commission,  "  Go  ye 
I  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gos- 
jpel  to  every  creature,"  kc.  Then  this 
1  tree  of  life  has  borne   the   twelve  pa- 
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triarcn?,  all  the  Prophets  and  Apos- 
tles, and  as  innumerable  multitude  a? 
the  sand  on  the  sea-shore,  so  that  no 
man  can  number. 

"  And  yielded  her  fruit  evny  months 
Under  this  division  of  the  text,  I  come 
to  a'decisive  point  of  that  faith  through 
which  we  are  saved,  even  the  faith  of 
God's  elect,  whithout  which  we  have 
not  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and  witii  it  we 
are  saved  and  have  both  the  Father 
and  Son.  This  is  a  matter  in  which 
all  God's  children  are  concerned,  more 
or  lesa. 

•«  Am  I  His,  or  am  I  not?" 

I  wil^ry  to  bring  the  doctrine  so 
plain  tlm  the  babes  in  Christ  can  see 
and  acknowledge  its  truth.  First, 
The  tree  of  life  which  I  have  been 
ppeaking  of,  I  understand  to  represent 


no  more  texts  to  the  point;  so  I  pas* 
on  now  to  show  tliat  the  Church  of 
God  are  the  elect  of  God.—"  Chosen  in 
Christ  before  the  world  was.'^  "Elect 
according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God 
the  Father,  through  sanctification  of 
the  spirit  unto  obedience  and  sprink- 
ling of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ;  grace 
unto  you,  and  peace  be  multiplied." 
This  not  onlj^hows  the  manner"  when 
elected,  but  shows  hoTT  the  elect  church 
shall  be  brought  forth  spiritually  and 
saved  from  sin,  excluding  any  workt 
of  the  sinner  as  in  point  of  merit.  It 
is  through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit 
and  the  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Je- 
sus Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of 
righteousness  that  we  might  do.  A- 
gain,  "  Who  hath  saved  us  and  called 
Us  with  an  holy  calling;  not  according 


Jesus  Christ,   who   has   "carried  the  according  to  his  own

Beader,  is  this  your  faith  ?  and  have 
you  a  love  for  it?  If  your  fiiith  works 
by  love  and  purines  the  heart  from  er- 
ror, all  is  right ;  Eph.  i,  4. 

It  is  necessary  to  prove  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  elect. — "  Wherefore  also  it 
is  contained  in  the  scripture,  Behold,  I 
lay  in  Sion  a  chief  corner  stone,  elect, 
precious:  and  he  that  believeth  on  him 
shall  not  be  confounded." — 1st  Pet.  i.  6. 
Tliis  elect  here  spoken  of  is  Christ. 
Again,  "Behold  my  servant,  whom  I 
uphold :  mine  elect,  in  whom  my  soul 
dclighteth  :  I  have  put  my  Spirit;  upon 
bim. ;  he  shrdl  bring  forth  judgment  to 

the  Gentiles."— Isa.  xlii.  1 .  This  also !  ^^pt  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground 
proves  that  Christ,  i?  the  »l^cf     N'^ed  '       di<*.  it  ab^de^h  alone  :  but  if  it  die. 
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it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit." — John! 
xii.  24.  This  is  a  wonderful  argument  i 
\of  Jesus  to  establish  the  doctrine  of  all ; 
the  corn  that  the  grain  that  died  brought : 
forth  was  virtually  in  the  corn  before! 
it  died,  and  after  it  dies  it  bringeth 
forth  much  fruit.  I  understand  the 
corn  or  wheat  wdiich  falls  into  the; 
ground  and  dies,  is  alluding  to  Christ  j 
himself,  andwthat  before  he  died  upon  the  j 
cross  all  the  seed  of  Abraham  that  ever  j 
w^as  brought  forth,or  ever  will  be,  was ! 
in  him  by  gift,  as  the  lot  of  his  inherit-  \ 
ance.  There  would  be  no  need  of 
choosing  a  seed  to  plant  if  it  did  not 
bring  forth  after  itself  or  kind,  and  if 
it  brings' forth  after  itself,  it  is  a  strong 
•rgumeiit  that  what  it  putteth  forth  was 
TTirtually  in  it  by  purpose  belbrc.  Christ 
is  called  an  a})pie-tree  as  well  as  the  tree 
of  life ;  and  every  apple  that  the  tree 
bringeth  forth  was  in  it  before,  or  it  could 
not  be  in  it  at  all.  Tlie  tree  bearing  fruit 
■wiirbear  aiier  its-kind.  Hence  is  the 
choice  of  fruit  trees,  because  of  its  fruit. 
This  iwust  be  admitted — that  all  the 
fruit  it  ever  bears  is  the  same  equality 
from  first  to  last,  which  proves  that  it 
was  in  the  tree  before.  And  as  to  its 
putting  forth,  it  is  the  tree  that  puts 
forth  the  fruit,  and  not  the  fruit  itself 
"  First  make  the  tree  good  and  the 
fruit  will  be  good,  but  a  corrupt  tree 
cannot  bring  forth  good  fruit.  But 
Jesus  Christ,  by  the  Holy  Spirit  or  di- 
yine  sap,  puts  iorth  in  its  time,  but  by 
his  quickening  power  significant  of  that 
divine  Spirit  that  quickeneth,  a  swell- 
ing desire  for  righteousness  and  holi- 
noBSy  being  killed  to  the  love  of  sin,  and 
in  place  thereof  has  a  love  for  righteous- 
Dees,  The  Lord  o])eiis  the  eyes  of  the 
understanding  to  see  a  beauty  in  holiness 
and  to  its  8et;iy^  itself  a  poor  lost  sin- 
ner, and  it  swebs  with  grief  and  mourns 
4)'«er  its  lost  eonditioiv  ^'Bleased  are 
they  lha,t,mourn,  for  they  shall  be^som- 


forted."  This  is  why  quickened  sin- 
ners, at  times,  feel  almost  like  their 
heart  and  breast  surely  will  burst,  and 
sometimes  feel  so  sin-sick  and  sin-bur- 
dened that  they  can  hardly  go.  Hence 
said  Jesus,  ''Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that 
are  weary  and  heavy  laden,  and  yo 
shall  find  rest  to  your  souls."  By  the 
influence  of  the  spiritual  sap  of  this  tree 
ot  life,  the  quickened  sinner  is  brought 
into  a  panting  position, — "  Give  me  Je- 
sus, or  I  die."  "  As  pants  the  heart  af- 
ter the  water-brook,  so  pants  my  soul 
after  Thee,  0  God." — Following  their 
daily  occupation.  This  panting  of 
soul,  (though  not  a  word  spoke^p  car- 
ries in  it,  God,  be  merciful  to  me,  % 
poor  lost  sinner!  Lord,  canst  Thou, 
cast  an  eye  ot  mercy  on  such  a  poor 
sinner  as  I  am  1  The  Spirit  making 
intercessions  with  groanings  that  can- 
not be  uttered  until  humbled  down  &I 
the  feet  of  mercy, — cut  off  of  all  de- 
pendence on  any  thing  they  can  do — 
concluding  that  God  is  angry  with 
them;  no  friend  on  earth  to  ap- 
peal to  for  relief.  This  is  a  dark  time 
with  the  soul ;  and^  as  it  is  most  com- 
mon for  the  buds  and  blossoms  to  ap- 
pear in  the  morning,  so  weeping  may 
endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in 
the  morning."  So  it  is  wfth  the  truly 
awakened  sinner, — humbled  complete- 
ly, believing  himself  to  be  a  poor,  lost, 
condemned  sinner — not  worthy  of  God*i 
notice,  and  views  his  prospects  for  lile 
and  salvation  as  dark  as  mid-night — < 
just  where  God  will  have  him — pre* 
paratory  to  the  frank  acknowledgment 
that  it  is  all  of  grOce,  and  that  salvation 
is  of  the  Lord,  experimentally  1  Then 
the  tree  puts  forth  the  blossom  of  faith, 
with  all  Its  sweet  fragrance  and  beauty, 
to  the  unexpected  joy,  praise  and  thanks- 
giving to  God.  I^fow,  as  Satan  makes 
{Q.he  deliverances,  I  must  here  be  pa?- 
ticular  in  the  putting  forth       the  ts;^ 


of  life,"  or  the  yielding  of  her  fruit.  It 
produces  a  new  aspect  upon  almost 
every  thing  it  looks  at,  even  the  shin- 
ing of  the  sun,  the  expanded  heavens 
above,  the  beasts  of  the  field,  the  trees 
of  the  forest,  and  its  own  flesh  looks 
different— with  a  new,  sweet  and  calm 
serenity  of  sorrow  beyond  the  expres- 
sion of  the  tongue  of  clay.  Now  for 
the  proof  that  this  is  the  putting  forth 
of  the  tree  of  life.—"  Therefore,  if  any 


man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature : 


old  things  are  passed  away  ;  behold, 
all  things  are  become  new."— 2nd  Cor. 
V.  11^  Kow,  there  is  no  mistake  in 
tliisfPience;  if  you  have  experienc- 
ed the  truth  of  this  new  feeling  and 
Yiew  of  thiKgs,  I  believe  yon  have  pass- 
ed from  death  unto  Kfe,  even  the  life 
of  the  tree  of  life,  and  are  born  of  him, 
v/h.o  has  borne  unto  you  t-ho  fruit  of 
faith  to  lay  hold  on  eternal  life.
